JapaneBe IWarships Sent to Wel Hai 
f' Wel-A Missionary's 
/ . Opinion.

London, Aur. 15.— Private dfapatphes 
from Yokohama say it is reported there that 
Bovon Chinese ahlpa were sunk in a recent 
liptht with the Japaneso lloob. 

The Shanghai correepondent of tho Central 
Newsaaya that tho Yokohama reports that 
there was an engagement between tho Chi- 
nese and Japaneaa fleets on Angtut 1, and 
that the Japanoso wore viotorioua iiave been 
denied ofiiolally. Thu Japanese fleet is atiU 
oruiBing at tho mouth of tho Gulf of Pe Uhi 
Li, and tho Chineao fleet has nob been 
aighted. Chineao reinforcomentsare equip- 
ping and odvanoiug through Manchuria. 

WAaiii.NGTON, Aug. 15.— A tele^jram was 
receive (1 at the Japanese legation at 4 
o'clock, this aftornoon, to the effect" that 
on the 7th inatant nineteen Japaneao men- 
of-war left Korean waters for Wei Hai-Wol, 
which they approached at midnight on the 
Otb inat. A torpedo flotilla was sent out 
and on tho following morning shots were 
exchanged with tho Chineao forts, but aa 
they did not find any of tho Chineao lloet 
the Japunceo men-of-war retuVned to Korean 
waters. This diapatoh waa sent by a dia 
patch boat from Korea to aoine Japanese 
port and thonco telegraphed to Tokio, 
whence it waa cabled to the legation here. 
Thia acoounta for tho delay. 

At tho rr(|U08t of tho atato department, 
Secretary Herbert haa directed C.ipt. Coflin, 
of the oruiaer Charleaton, now at the Mare 
laland navy yard to make preparations for 
Bailing and ahe will bo aent to tho Aaiatio 
atation to join tho vesaela there for tho pur- 
poae of protecting the inleresta of American 
citl/.3na in China and Japan during tho war 
hotwecQ tho two oountriea. It ia aaaerted 
that there ia no aignificunco attached to tho 
addition of tho Charleaton to tho ahipa of 
the Asiatic attttiou, but it ia simply in con- 
formity with a deairo on the part of tho ad- 
ministration to havo a Btrong naval force 
there during the continuance of tho war. 

Yokohama, Aug. 15.— News haa been re- 
CBSvod of a battle which rook plaae on tho 
12th inat., between the Japanese and Chi- 
neae lleota. The Chineae were driven off. 

New YoicK, Aug. 15 — J. P. Underwood, 
of No. 30 Veaey itreet, to-day reoeived a 
letter from Seoal, Korea, which ({tves some 
interesting news conoemlnit the affaim of 
that oonntry. It h from Rev. H. 
O. ' Underwood, of , the Presbyterian 
Mission Board, and ia dated July 12. 
Rev. Dr. Underwood nriteq : " There ia no 
immediate danger for us. The Japanese 
have infested tho city, and just aa long as 
the Japanese arc hero there will be no 
trouble for foreigners. Japan ia in favor of 
Korea's independonco and some radical 
changes for Korea in her internal eovorn 
ment. Theae auggeationa ore for Koroa'a 
advantage, if aho can only ace it."

FEUIT FOR LONDON. 

Forly-Flve Thousaiul Packiigps From Cali- 
fornia on Board the Stcamahlp ''I'arlB." 

Mkw Yoitu:, Aug. if).— Tho pioneer fruic 
train, whioh marka tho ronowal of ahipmonta 
of California freah fruits direct to London 
by train loads, arrived ahead ■ of time on 
Monday night. Soon ' after aunriae this 
morning 45,000 paokogeo weighing 480 tons 
of tho luecioua products of tho Pocific alope 
had boon atowed away in the refrigerating 
oompartments of tho American line ateani- 
ahip Paria, whioh will carry them to South- 
ampton, whence they will bo tranaforrod by 
special train to London. When a reporter 
of tho United I'rcaa viaited the 
Paria yesterday ha found the compartmonta 
herrnotioally aealed ond the refrlgarating 
machinery m full operation. Tho oompsrt- 
monta will not bo opened probably until 
next VVedneaday morning, ono week from 
to-day, whon the Paris arrives at South- 
ampton. Tho prooeaa of refrigeration ia tho 
same as that of the mauufaoturo of artifloial 
ice. The fruit aent to tho boat yeatorday 
was of varioua kinda, but liurtlett poors pro- 
dominated. It woB all in excoUent order, 
and ahippera are confident that it will arrive 
in London in good marketable conditiou.

CAESAKIO GUILLOTINED. 

President Carnot's AHsassiu Dies 
the Hand of tlie Exccir 
tioner.

Lyons, Aug. l(j. — Santo Caeaorio, tho 
murderer of President Carnot, was goil 
lotinod at 6 o'clock this morning. The 
Bcono of tho execution is about fifty motrca 
from tho priaon. Three houra before the 
time bet for tho execution a detaohmonl of 
troopa compriaing the Ninety-Eighth Hatal- 
lion ot Infantry and two eiii'.adrona of the 
Seventh Cuiraaaiera took poaaeaaion of the 
ground. They were reinforced later by 
gens d'armea and policemen. Diebler, tho 
executioner, arrived at 3 o'clock, bringing 
with him tho well known guillotine, 
Tho van conveying the inatruinont of death 
was eacortod by gens d'armea on horaeback. 
The operation of starting the machinery 
lasted about an hour. There was a heavy 
shower during the night whioh had tho 
effeot of driving away nearly all the onrious 
people who had gathered only te witness 
the exeontiou. At 3 o'clock there wore 
hardly a hundred pereona Waiting. Some 
time beforo daylight tho weather improved 
and the crowda began to gather again. 

After the work of fitting up the guillotine 
had been finiahed, at I 'M o'clock Headaman 
Daibler went to the priaon to bring Caoe&rio 
to the guillotino. When tho director of tho 
priaon went to call Caeaario he found him 
faat aalccp. He aaid : " Caeaario, tho 
hour has come when you muat expiate 
your horrible crime." Caeaario sat up in 
bed but said nothing. The priaon director 
added : " Hero are a judge to hear your 
dying confeaaion, u chaplain to give you 
religious conaolation, and your legal 
defender to receive your last wiahea and 
recotnniendationa," Caeaario replied: "I 
havo nothing to aay to the judge. I do not 
wiah to hear tho chaplain. I have no re- 
commendationa to make." All tills ho stam- 
mered out in a trembling voice. 

During his toilet he said not a word, but 
trembled violently, and it was necessary for 
tho attendants to almost oarry him to the 
van whioh waa waiting for him. His 
arms were firmly boand behind him. 
W'hen the attendants seized him to 
lay him under the Icnife he atruggled 
fiercely to free himself. At 4:55 o'clock all 
waa ready, ('.' sario ehouted : " Gourage 1 
comradea. Long live Anarohy ! " The knife 
fell at i) o'clock preciuoly and Cicsario's head 
dropped into tho baaket.

Wholesale Trade Stiimiliitcd by Becent Arri- 
vals of ForelKU Oaru'oes-The Flonr 
Market.

BVICTBD TENANTS BILL 

Rpjected by the House of Ijords by Over Two 
Hundred of a Uajorlty. 

London, Aug. 15, — The evicted tenants 
bill was last night rejected by the House of 
Lords by & vote of '249 to 30. After Baron 
A.shburne, B&ron Hersohel, the Marquis of 
Glenricarde, and others bad spoken, Lord 
Salisbury, speaking in opposition '^o the 
measure, denied that the House of Peers 
was a landlords' house. They were threat- 
ened with abolition, but be had noticed 
that in France when the second chamber 
was abolished the extinction of tbe lower 
chamber followed. He conolnded by ex- 
pressing tho hope that tha House would do 
its duty and reject the dangerous measures. 
The majority ot tho apoakurs during the do- 
bate displayed animation, which at times 
amounted to pasaion. Even the Duke of 
Devonshire spoke with great vigor. Hu 
professed readiness, however, to assist the 
government in any reasonable plan of settle- 
ment. Lord Ashbourne and Lord Hersohel 
gave themselves the falleab {rein, the latter 
olencbiag bis fists as hia apeeoh grew fiercer 
and fiercer, until he oonoludud by ehouting : 
" I vdll not waste breath uny longer." 

Tbe Daily News in commenting upon tho 
rejection of the Evicted Tenants bill by tho 
House of Lords, says : "The miijority in 
the House of Peore aro conoertinn ivith the 
minority in the House with tho aim of mak- 
ing tho g'jvei'nni'jiit of Ireland inipoasiblo.

COCKRAN'S PROTEST. 

The Wilson Bill "11 More Obnoxious Meusurfc 
Than tho McKiuley Act" 

Wa.shincton Citv, Aug. lo. — Bjurke 
Cockran'a speech ogaiuat the Wilson bill in 
tbe house was as follows : 

" It seems to me that tho question before 
the bouse hag ; been, aomewhat overlooked. 
The vital point at issue, here is whether the 
American congress is to legislate, or whether 
eomo unknown, unmentionod force can bluck 
the wheels of legislation and make the repre 
aontativea of the people cower iu the dust 
and surrender, they know not to whom 
(Loud applause.) On a momentous occasion 
the gaotleman from West Virginia, borne 
upon sfTcotionate and loyal shoulders, waa 
the central figure of a demonstration 
whioh evidenced tho depth of feeling 
throughout America— feeling pent up, 
but at last fondly considered triumphant 
over all obatruotionH. To-day no moro 
pathetic figuro in tho history of the world 
can bo obaerved than that same leader, shorn 
of hia support, walking down these aisles, 
disdaining to prevaricate or misrepresent 
the actual condition which ooufronts us, 
confessing that he has botn deserted by 
those in whoso support ho bad evoiy reason 
to oonfido, asking ua to record our betrayal 
of every principle whioh the house under his 
leadership has maintained. We are told 
that three, four, five, six, aevon or eight 
individuals have managed to mako such 
combiuation in tho other braroh that any 
change in its terms will be vital to tho pas 
sage of the measure. If that is so, in the 
name of the American people, in the name 
of liberty and honor, let us know who they 
are, [Applause on Republican side and in 
the gallery.] We aro hopeleasly discredited 
because of our oowardioe, and tbia makca 
our surrender disgraoeful, 

" Mr, Speaker, I desire to state here that, 
in my humble judgment, tho measure which 
we ure now asked to pass is a more obnox- 
ious protective measure than the McKiuley 
act, which it ia designed to supplant. 
(Cries of dissent on the Democratic side and 
jeers ) If we are to swallow this whole ob- 
iioxious bill, then in the name of fair play, 
in the name of propriety, in the name of 
decency, in the name of American liberty 
and American freedom, lot the gentleman 
from West Virginia (Wilson) tell ua to 
whom we are surrendering; toll us who they 
are who constitute tho now force in this 
government to whioh we are compelled to 
pay tribute ; toll ua fully and without re- 
serve tho character of tho action which he 
asks UB to take, that wo may judge tho 
depth of infamy into whioh we aro invited 
todeaoend." (Applause.) 

STANFUIiU ESTATP:. 

U. S. Government's Cliilui to lie Tested Almost 
Immediately. 

Washington, Aug. 15. — There is reason 
to believo that the government's claim 
against the estate of ex-Senator Stanford 
will be tested in the courts before there has 
been any aotnal default in the payment. 
Under the conditions the Attorney-General 
proposed, if the executrix would waive any 
right she might have by reason of tho pro- 
mature bringing of anib he would gladly 
consent to have prooeedinga begun at once. 
No conclnsion haa yet been reached, but it 
ia expected that no objection would be made 
to that oourae, and espeoially as a ap ledy 
adjudication of the claim would be in the in- 
terest of the estate. The suit would also 
determine the statue of the government's 
claim against C. I'. Huntington and others, 
and on tbe whole an early settlement of the 
claims would be to the (inttreib of all con- 
cerned.

UNSCRUPULOUS AND UNPATBI- 
OTIO. 

The Times of last evening, tailing aome 
remarks of the World anent the Fraser 

Valley relief fund as the text for un attack 
on the Governnient, makes certain state- 
ments which are calculated to work very 
great Injury to the Province in quarters 
where neither the poiitioai status nor gen- 
eral character of onr contemporary are 
known or understood. After making vari- 
ous inconsequential oomments on what the 
World says, and stating something in its own 
defence, It concludes as follows : 

The point of the matter, as the British 
Columbia public eoes It, is this : Why did 
ni>t the Premier act up to the declaration 
that the Province would look to the relief of 
the eufforera ? Why has the Government 
Ifft an occiBion for the relief committee to 
i.sue its appeal? Having undertaken the 
work it should have completed it, or elee 
it should frankly have oonfeaaed failure and 
asked aid from the public. Plainly, the Gov 
ernmcnt— or rather Mr. Davie— has ma da a 
niiserable muddle of this buRinees. Nor will 
the reason for the Governiiient'a helpless 
oesa carry much roaesuriincfi to the minds 
of the pnblio. In po'ml of fad the treasury 
isempty— lio compliittlii cnijily, indeed, that 
the ordiniiry hxiaincsit can hardly be carried 
on, to say not h 1711/ ofexira en/Aw on the public 
punt ivtn the paytncnt of aalarics hcui in 
many ca/ies to be deferred /or the want i>f 
vioney. Borrou-id money, ordinary revenue, 
Iniat funds and all have di-iajtpearcd, leavimj 
not a cent behind. No womier the govern 
ment Cdn do nothing in the way uf relief or 
repair work. To such a pass have wioked 
extravagance, corruption and incompetence 
brought the affairs of the province. 

While the Colonist does not regard as of 
iuimediate ooncern, the reference to th 
World newspaper, npon whioh the Times 
btsea the editorial In question, it cannot 
permit the outrugoous etatementa just 
(I'loted to go abroad without giving thcni a 
Citpgorioal and emphatic donial. They are 
absolutely without truth or foundation, and 
only differ from the ordinary unaorupuloug 
method of lying pnrsnad by onr oontempor 
ary, in that their moral effect must be that 
of grave Injury to the Provlno in the money 
marketp, moro eapoclally at the present 
lime, when fioanclers aro acrutinlzing with 
great care securities of every class. 

If ancli statements aa the Giimes makes 
went no farther than the circle of its own 
readers they would require but littlo atten 
tioB, bic,«u80 at home, whore the Opposition 
preai is thoroughly discredited, such writing 
goes unheeded. It is well known that it 
Boruples at nothing where an opportunity 
preaents itself to injare the Government 
and attain its own ends. But when it 
onmea to matters vitally afifecting the inter 
csts of the Province and of every ratepayer 
in it, this policy of detraction, of which the 
Times article ot last evening is a conspicn 
ous instance, and which Is strictly in keeping 
with the miaerablo attempt last year of the 
Mainland separation petition and its pro 
niotera to prevent the Government ll juting 
the Parliament Baildinga loan, it is some- 
thing requiring more than iiasaiog notice, 
Rud is deserving of cnntiemnation that can- 
not bi.' loo Buvero and awcoping. There la 
«uoh IV thing as houeat, vigoroua and hard- 
hitting opposition, which, even though It 
be extreme, may be admiasabie ; but when it 
takes the form of deliberate and unaorupa- 
loua attacks on the credit of tho country, 
whnreby only h;u'ni to tho common- 
wealth can bo accomplished, thou it 
strikes a blow proclaiming itself at once as a 
public enemy. It is needless to say that 
what the Times alleges is absolutely and 
aneqairooalty false. The Province is 
in no fiuRncial embirrttsament of any 
kind whatever. No money is lacking 
to pay any of the funds voted by the Legis- 
lature, or any of the extraordinary ex- 
penses to which the country has been put on 
account of the floods— not only of relief on 
the Fraser, which must amount to a large 
sum In itself, bub of the repairing ond re- 
placing of roods and bridges swept away 
during tho almost unexampled freshets of 
this year ; muoh loss are any salaries due 
to oOiuials in arrears. 

Moreover, referring to the relief work in 
tlio Fraser valley, whioh the Times wonders 
was not continued by the Government, it is 
only necessary to say that there has been no 
worthy re(iuiaition whatsoovor mode upon 
tho Government, whether by tlie relief com- 
mittee, or otherwise, whioh has not boon 
met by the Treasury. 
Wo ne«d say no more to show hoiv utterly 



AWAITING DB7BtL0PMBNT. 

Wo aro glad to see that the attention of 
business men Is being directed to the de- 
posits of iron oro of tho very best quality 
that have been found on this laland of Van- 
couver. Iron may now bo said to bo tho 
chief instrument of civilization and of pro- 
gress. Tho field of ita usefulness is becom- 
ing every year moro and moro extended. 
The country that posseasea largo deposits of 
good iron ore with tho facilities for refining 
It and coDvurtIng it into alcol near at hand 
I<< certain, soonor or later, to bsconio a great 
hive of industry yielding the means of bO' 
coming comfortable and even rich to hun- 
dreds of thousanda. The demand for 
iron and its pfoductalalitorally Inexhuustiblo 
and tho country whioh produces a superior 
article of iron or steel can count upon hav- 
ing tho world for its market, 

Vancouver Island is favored in this re- 
ape ub to a remarkable degree. It can be 
shown that tho very best iron and steel can 
be made from its ores, whioh are easily aC' 
cesaible. The dopoalts are near the sea, 
which is in every way of very groat advan- 
tage. The finest coal on tho Paoifio coast is 
found near those deposits, and there is limC' 
stone in abundance in their neighborhoods 
With these facilitiea there is nothing to bin 
der great iron works being established at 
some convenient point on this Island. 

We make no random assertion when wo say 
that those works could manufacture iron and 
steel equal, If not aupericr, in quality ao any 
produced in the moat favored countriea of 
the world. Vancouver Island Iron ore has 
been ana1y/.3d by the most skilful metallur- 
gists of both Great Britain and tho United 
States. This is tho analysis of three samples 
of Vancouver Island ore made by Bolckow, 
Vanghan & Co, , of Middleaborough ; 

No. 1— Iron, 66,00; manganese, .44; 
lime, 4.00 ; sulphur, .02; phosphorus, .01 ; 
eilioa, 2 00. 

No. 2— Iron, 64 50; manganese, ,48; 
limo, t 20 ; sulphur, ,01 ; phosphorus, .01 ; 
allioa, 2 50. 

No. 3 — Iron, G3 00 ; manganese, .40 ; 
lime, 4 50; sulphur, .0,'i ; pboaphorua, .01 ; 
silica, 4 00. 

It will be observed that in these sped- 
mens there was not much more than a trace 
of sulphur and phosphorus. It Is these 
substances, when they are found in large 
proportions, that cause iron to be brittle 
and hard to work. In Vancouver laland ore 
the proportion of pure iron is exceptionally 
large, while tho proportion of sulphur and 
phoaphorus Is exceptionally small, and this, 
we understand, is why the iron and steel 
made from these ores must be of the very 
best quality. No, 1 is a magnetio ore and 
pronounced "soft." We may say hero that 
tho analyels of the specimens from tho same 
veina as those mentioned above, made by 
Dr. Otto Wurtb, of New York, is almost 
identical with that made by Bolokow, Vaug- 
ban & Co. ' 

We find the following analysis of 
specimens of Tezada iron ore, made 
by P. C. Gilchrist and E. Riley, 
sent to the Indian Kxhibitiou, 1886, in 
tho Report of Dr. Selwyn, Director of the 
Geological and Natural History survey ot 
Canada, 1S.S7 SS. 

Iron, G9 85 ; Maoganose, a trace ; Silloious 
matter, 2 75 ; Sulphur, .06 ; Phosphoric 
Aoid, a trace ; Moiatnre, a trace. 

The inhabitanta of British Columbia may 
conclude from thoeo analyses that they have 
within their reach the means of making this 
Province the great mining and manufactur- 
ing centre of the Pocilic Coast. All that 
is needed are the intelligence, the enterprise 
and the energy neoasaary to utilize the ad- 
vantages they posaesa. It ia to be hoped 
that these great and rich reaourcea will not 
be allowed to bo idle much longer. Every 
year that the work of their development is 
deferred is a yoar Icat to the advancement 
of the Province. The odvantuge, too, of 
being the first in the field, is one which iu 
these days of close competition should not 
ho underostimatod. 



PROTKGTION FOR INDIA. 

It is quite clear that the Loudon Times 
doea not mako a fetiah of freo trade. It 
evidently believes that there ia a stage lo 
tho development of a country when ita in 
fant indualrlc.H need the fostering care of a 
protector. The comments which it makes 
on the policy whioh Great Britain is purau 
Ing with respect tu India make this sufli 
oiently plain. 

India, which was for a long time a mero 
grower of oettnn und un exporter (f 
cotton iu its raiv nUile, liaii of lato 
years been manulaoturing cotton as wotl sB 
growing it. The Government of India in 
order to enooursge the manufacture of cotton, 
wished to impose a light duty on manufactured 
cottons, lint tho IJritioh IGovornment, In 
order to pleaso the Lancashire manufaclur- 
ors, would not allow any duty to bo levied 
on cotton manufaoturod in Groat Britain. 
The Government of India and the manufac- 
turing class in that country ccr^plained of 
ll.o restriction, but tho Homo Government 
was not to be moved. Although the Indian 
Treasury was empty and tho country was 
running Into debt, tho Ciovernmont was not 
allowed to raise a singlo shilling by imposing 
a duty on Manchester cottons, Tho Times 
very properly protests against making the 
people of India sulfur, iu order that British 
cotton spinners und weavers may have froe 
access to tho market of that country. 

peaking of tho condition of the Indian ex- 
chequer, it says : 

But If there can be no greater reduction of 
expenditure, it ia only by an Incroaao of In- 



come that the faulty balance can ba sot 
right. There are moans ready to hand by 
which this increaee can be obtained, The 
imposition of a customs duty on imported 
cotton goods, tho first and tho moat obvi- 
ous of them all. To raise other import du- 
ties and to leave ootton untaxed would 
clearly bo an Impracticable courae. It is 
scandal enough already that cotton goods 
should bo imported froo of duty, iu Ibo in- 
terest not of India but of Laiicaahiro, and 
wo OBtnuot ba surprised at tho bitterness of 
Indian publlo feeling on this subject. 
There arc, of course, two sides to tho ques- 
tion, Freo cotton moans cheap cotton to tho 
consumer. A tax on cotton moans pro- 
tsotlon to the Indian mill ownera. But 
tho faut romaius that it has botn 
in responso to the wishes of Lancashire and 
in opposition to tho views of the Indian 
Government and of the Indian office, that 
the exemptlon of ootton goods from import 
duty has beehinaintained. There ia already 
among the native press sufficient roadlnees 
to mako peralatent attaoka oh tho Uovom- 
mont of the country. It;aeem8 hardly wise 
to givo them so fair an opportunity of abuse. 
We obscrvo with pleaeure that on Friday 
next the Marquis of Lansdowne will call at- 
tention to this matter in the House of Lords 
and will proas the Government to declare 
whether it Is still their intention to prohibit 
tho Government of India from putting im- 
port duties on cotton goods. It ia a policy 
which can hardly bo maintained In tho face 
of public opinion in this country and in 
India. 

The prinolple of protection is vigorously 
and forcibly asaerted in the foregoing ex- 
tract from the Times' editorial on India. A 
bigotted free trader would oppose tho im- 
position of a duty on cotton goods in India 
for either raising a revenue or protecting tho 
Infant cotton nianuficturlug industry of that 
country. Tho Times would no doubt oppose 
the imposition of a duty on ootton goods to 
protect the Manchester manufacturers, but 
it has to admit that circumstances alter 
cases, and that It ia right to advocate for 
India what it would be wrong to uphold for 
Lancaahlro. The article in the Tltnes is an 
indication of the change which public opin- 
ion is undergoing in Great Brita'n with re- 
spect to free trade. That system ia no long- 
er considered tho perfection of national 
economy by millions in tho Old Country. 

TIIH: prop BR SPIRIT. 

A littlo moro than a week ago a number 
of reckless boys and some rowdies of niaturer 
years interrupted in a riotous manner a 
worshipping Baptist congregation in the 
city of Quebac. We aee that the respect 
able portion of the lay population of the oity 
and the clergy condemn the intolerant mob 
in the strongest terms, and wo are pleated 
to observe that the Montreal Witness sees 
the disgraceful disturbance in its truo light 
and piaoes the blame of it on tho right 
shoulders. Ita Quebec correspondent, evi- 
dently with the approbation of the editor, 
says : — 

There is no longer any doubt that the un- 
fortunate and difgtaoetal ooonrrenoes in this 
city iaat night were, in the first place, the 
work of thougbtleaa and irresponsible young 
French Canadian hoodluma, and in the sea 
ond the result of a complete mlsapprehen 
slnn on their part of the true character of 
the inoffensive people whom they so won- 
tonly and murderously aisailed. It is also 
absolutely certain that last night's scandal- 
ous exhibition of intolerance and rowdyism 
is sincerely deplored find severely oon- 
demnod by tho Immense majority of 
the Qiiebeckera. In fact, last night's 
riota termed the general topio of con- 
versation throughout tho oiry to-duy. 
and there was hardly a voice raised to de- 
fend, excuse or condone such intolerant and 
rasoilly conduct. Indeed, all B:;eined to bo 
unanimous in (jondemning, and regretting it 
aa one of the inoar. unfortunate and untimely 
events in (^Hiehec'd hiotory. Very many of 
tho Koman Catholic clergymen and tho 
principal Frenoh-Canadiun buainoss men of 
St. Roch's and of the city generally, who 
were seen hy your repreeentatlve to-day, 
were most emphatic in their denunciation 
of all such narrow-niindedness and lawless- 
ness, and in tho expression of their deter- 
mination to do all tliAt was possible on their 
part lo put it down and to prevent its re- 
petition us injurious both to tho interests of 
thecityandto the interests and credit of 
their own race and creed. 

This manner of dealing with the unfor 
tunate ooourrenoe ia greatly to the credit of 
the Witneaa. It is to be feared that there 
are some newspapers in the Dominion that 
will be neither so juat nor ao charitable as 
the Montreal Witness. There are, wo re 
grot to Bay, men and newspapers who 
eagerly aeiza upon any opportunity that 
prouents itself to increase denominational 
jealousy ond to intensify sectarian bitter- 
ness. The good example set by the Witness 
will not, we are sure, be without its elfeot 
on oven tho sowers of strife and tho promoc- 
cra of discord.

The Hope 
has been run for several years in connection 
with the Sayward mill, and Captain Holmes' 
record aa a navigator is excellent. The tug 
ia a valaabte to w boat and is third in size of 
the Victoria fleet. The crew remained with 
the vessel last night.

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CHINA AND JAPAN. 

The N. P. R. Liner " Taconia " Com- 
pletes a Fast Passagre From the 
Scene of Hostilities. 



Comparative Strenerth of tlie llival 
Navies— The First Euffaeremeut 
—Other News Notes. 



The Northern Paoifio Btoamship TaconriB, 
Captain Porkoa, which loft Uouglcong on 
. July 19. Shanghai July 25, Kobe July 20 
and Yokohama AngURt 1, urrived hero yes- 
terday morning, oompletlDg the amartcst 
passage she haa yet made. There was no 
inaideab of epooial importance on the trip, 
unci war had not been formally declared be- 
twoan China and Japan before her sailing, 
although hostilities had been initiated. Full 
partioalatB of 6i>e alnkiog of the Kow Sbing 
were received at Yokohama a few days prior 
to the Taooma's departure, and speculation 
wae rife as to what action England would 
take, The Knglish press of Japan was one 
in expressing oimtempt for Japan's "great 
naval victory," and the general tone of their 
editorials on the war strongly condoninatory 
of tho courao pursued by Japan, The Ta- 
comii's pasaongers over were seven in num- 
ber, tho majority residents for sonio years in 
Japan, who aro now returning to their for- 
mer homes in Europe and Eistern Caniida. 
Tho names aro : Dr, Macdonald, of 't'drnn- 
to; Professor Bittrioh, Austria; 0. II Mo 
Gee, roronto ; A. MuUor, Bi<ilir, C. H 
Clow, C. Leith and J, Franics. In tliu stiu r 
age wfiro suventoon Japanese, but no (;in- 
neeo. Tho freijrht consisted of about 3 000 
tons, of which 200 tons are for this porv. 

Tho Japan Advortisur, in view of tho al- 
most ourtiiiii prospect of war, lute in July 
gave a carefully compiled comparison of ttio 
naval strengrh of Ciiina and J»pin, from 
which tho appondud oxtruc a are taken : 

" We believed oursolvt^o to a considorablo 
extent jaatificd in taking numerical strength 
aa a basis in comparing the two navies. 
That is to eay, while it would bo manifestly 
misleading and unfair to assume that tho 
Chinese soldier may, on an average, be 
taken, man for man, aa equal to tho Japan- 
ese, on the other band the only juut method 
of cooiDUting the naval strength of the two 
oounttioe is to assume that each ton of dis- 
placement, rach inch of armor, esch centi- 
metre of artillery calibre, and eaoh ounce in 
weight of projectile in the Chineae navy — 
and espeoially in the Peiyang sqaadron— 
may be held ae equal to Bimilar uuita in the 
Japaneae navy. 

"Taking the reipeotiva navlea, then, on- 
the baaia udioated, we find that China has 
four armored vtaaehr, ateaming Hh to 16|s 
knota, whilo ^pan has none. 'I'rue the 
Cbiyoda has 4^ inches on her helt, but then 
her heaviest guna are 4 J in,, whereas the 
Chioese ironclads oarry among them four 
S| inoh and eight 12 inch guns. She can 
run awoy, however, from anything in the 
Chiaese navy, if that role should be allotted 
to her. Captain Mahan, of the U. S. navy, 
whofie opinion is being largely quoted ac 
present, snys battleships must constitute 
ilie strength of a navy, Japan has nothing 
oven approaching a battleship, while two of 
China's armored vessels are really fairly 
sized battlaships. 

"To adhere to tho classification of un- 
ormored shipe, which seta four of the llDwer 
of China's ships against four obsolete, lightly 
armored, weakily armed, and low speoa ves- 
sels, let us aea bow the respective navies 
stand sa to unarmored craft. Japan has 17 
steel ahipg (civo of which, tho Hosho and 
Fujiyama, were built respuottvely in 1S6S 
and 1865) with an aggregate tonnage of 
•40,051, an average tonnage of 2,356, 
and an average speed of 15 8 knotc; 
while China has IG steol vessels (not one of 
which is older than 1S81) with an aggregate 
toonage of 29,280, average tonnage 1 830 
and the same speed, 15 8 knots. Japan has 
seven wooden vessels aggraeatiEg 7,377 tons, 
with an average apeea of 11 knots; China 
h&a only three wooden veaaela of 3,7S6 ton;, 
and an average apeed of 10 6 kcots, 

"Bui whllA Japin haa four composite 
TOBsela of 5,, 127 tons and an average speed 
of 13.25 knots, (including the small cruiser 
Takao, with a speed of 15 knots), China can 
boast of three steel and wood vetaols, of 
.'i.OOO tors in the aggregate and an average 
' npecd of 16 5 knots. It will bo seen then 
tti&t tho Japanese are apparently superior 
to the Chinese in steel cruisors, but not in 
tlio average speed of such cruisers, though 
several of their ships can out atoam any of 
tho Chinese ; and il miy be aaaumed that 
their eleven wood und composite ships aro 
aljout equal to tho seven Chinese wood, steel 
and wood, and coirposilo vcssole, tho latter 
indeed boing considerably better off in the 
matter of armament. So that, employing 
the superior tonnage of Japan in steel ships 
as a set-ofT against China's advantage in 
armored vesBol.i, we arrive at the conclusion 
that the two powers aru on pretty even 
terms, Tho only cjucilion remaining is as 
to armament, and a rtferenco to the table of 
pans alreudy published will show, 
we thiak, that while Japan has 
four 12J-tn. and four 10.33 in. arms 
agalnat China's _ eight 12-in., abc is greatly 
inferior to her, vis a via, in 6 to 16 iu guns, 
and only makea up her advantage Dg>uu in 
the olaaa of light quick firers. It may not 
pleaae the Jiji Sbimpo and other native 
organa to face tliese fnuts ; thoy show that 
the margin of superiority ia very alight, and 
that with China's apparent advantage in 
torpedo boats Japan will have her Imndn 
very full if she tackles China on tho sea." 

The Hiogo News, in referring to tho first 
naval CDga^jemont of tho ciiiipaign, says ; 

" I'hroo Jap iiicBo mor--)f-war, tho Akilsu- 
shiniu, the TaUachiho und a third whoee 
namo is not mentioned, mot ut sea a Chineto 
cruiBcr, a gunluat and a transport, and 
after ua onfjagon.oiit of an hour and twenty 
iniuutea captured tho nufjljoat and nauk the 
transport, whilst tho cniiter escaped. To 
fully appreciato this action tho relative 
fnrco of tho combatants must be considered. 
On tho Japanese aide we have the

Two tirat-olBBa battlcahipa, one crniter 
and one dispatch-boat, ordered by ' the 
Japanese government last year to be ,oom- - 
pleted in ;ix years, are now to bo puahed to 
completion iu just half that time. : The 
firat two, are being built to, Eoglahd/and are 
to he ready by the' end of 1896 ; the others 
are bailding reapeotively jab'.

A Tokyo capitalise has applied for leave 
to establish a crematorium in Korea in case 
of need in connection with tho Japanese 
forces.

From the Yokohama Adveri;iji;r it is 
learned that : "Information had bci-.a re- 
ceived in Hongkong prior to ihe departure 
of tho loat mail of the death of the King of 
Siam, Tho King had been sick for some 
weeks. It is stated that the Freooh wish 
to place their own nominee on the throne, 
and that England ohjectB, The British 
gunboat Riittler, which arrived at Hong- 
kong from Canton on Juno 2.>, oouled and 
provisioned to proceed to Bangkok at ohoe,. 
taking stores of a warlike nature for the 
tjnnboat Swift. The oruiser Undaunted, 
which is en route for Hongkoog, received 
orders at Singapore to proceed dfrebt to 
Bangkok. Later news discredits the report 
as to the KtngW death."

A Yokohama Journal Declares Her 
Occnpation of Korea as Qaite 
. Indefeasible.. 



7he MlnlstryfiUnwilUDsr to Hasten the 
Elecfipns— Dearth of Terri- 
torial iimy Officers. 

(Japnn Horald, July iS )

a pretended independence of the country 
must be strenuously inaiatod on, so that 
Chinese influence and interference should be 
denied, or got rid of, in order to clear the 
way, Thtd inoapikble of being supported 
asaumptinn is naturally very displeasing to 
China, Korea's auzjrain. No bettor evi- 
dence of Korea's dependent position need be 
required, in addition to whac has been men- 
tioned in previous articles, than that clause 
in the Tiantein treaty between China and 
Japan which provides that both may exer- 
cise the right of lodging troops in the penin- 
sula without leave, it not being stipulated 
that it must Qrst bo obtained from the 
Korean Government, The absenco of such 
a stipulation goes to prove that neither 
China nor Japan regarded Korea us having 
a right to it;atst on exorcising what ctnnot 
be contested us che sovereign prerogative of 
every independent state, of ezoluding the 
occupation of any portion of iba territory by 
a foreign force, except by its own consent. 

Several of the Tokyo papers are at last 
turning from the popular topic of a war 
with China to the rather important one of 
the re-assembly of the Diet. The ministry 
are evidently in no hurry to assemble that 
body, which they never as yet have been 
able to control, nor perhaps do they wish to 
expose their present line of policy to the 
criticisms of a carping majority. The evil 
day ia to be poatponea as long aa poaaible.' 
That day cannot, however, be indefinitely 
put off. Aooording to article 45 of the^opo- 
itittition, when the houae of reprdaentatlves 
has been diaaolved a new houae muat be con- 
voked within five montha of the day of dis- 
lolution. Aa thia laat took place on Jane 2, 
the new houae muat therefore meet by 
November 2, and if the ministers wish to 
drive off the convocation of the Diet until 
that date, they need not apparently make 
any move for upwards of another month, for 
the law of election says that thirty days' 
notice must be given of the date of an ex- 
traordinary meeting, and the law of the 
houae necessitates that notice of the date of 
convocation of a new house must be notified 
forty days beforehand. It is, however, 
scarcely probable that the cabinet will post- 
pone the elections until the last moment 
allowed by the law, and the necessary steps 
will therefore probably be shortly taken for 
re-assembling the Diet, especially now that 
public attention is being called to the aub- 
jeot. 

The Jiji gives the total number of oflicors 
nn the accivu list of the Japanese army at 
^,7o9, a number which is no doubt fairly 
lulEcient, bat if Japan abould ever have to 
calljoat her reserves and the territorial 
army, there would seem to bo a dearth of 
othoers for thcao two latter bodies, which 
would certainly militate against their (Hi- 
oiency. On the ,'Ust December, 1802, the 
Isat year for which wo have complete re- 
turns, there were altogether in the Japaneiie 
army Q43 generals and superior officers, 
3,715 other offinera, 11,704 non-commission- 
ed offioera, 2,066 cadets, etc., and 249 983 
men, making a grand total of 268,111, 
These are divided aa foUowa :

^ WBLLMAiNS BXPEDlTlOSr 

Further Details of the Adventures of the 
Polar Kxplorlng Party. 

Tromsoe, Norway, Aug. 15 —Captain 
Bot:olfsen, who brought the news of the loss 
of the Wellman Pjlar Kxpedition's steamer 
Ragnsvcld ilarl, says that the expedition 
reached VValden Island when the pack ice 
was becoming troublesome. Mr. Wellman 
and party started north on May 24. Ou 
May 28, while the crow were drinking their 
afternoon ooirae, their steamer wos sud- 
denly crushed.by the ico as if she were a 
matchbox. The water rushed in with ter- 
riQo force and in a few minutes tho voeael was 
a complete wreck. Tho crow, in the mean- 1 
time, had escaped to the shore. The men 
had been occupied for several days previous 
in taking provisions and tho aluminum 
boats uahore. They were obliged to tuko 
shelter in a great dog kennel until Ihuy 
woro able to build a hut from tho Vrfrtckago 
of tho steamer. An express party sent after 
Mr. Wollman overtook him and his com- 
panions at Martin lalaud. Wellniau, Dodge 
and two •jlhors returned to Waldeu Island 
and hold u council. Captain Bottolaon, 
Webfcldt and a sailor volunteered to go and 
seek for Dealing veatols to tho southward. 
Mr. Wollman resumed his journey north- 
ward on May 31, but Bottolfaen and his 
party wore unable to start on their trip, 
owing to tho heavy pack ico, and woro still 
detained at tho island on Juno 12, when 
Sando, Iveraen, Winahip and Heyeruahl re- 
turned from Mr, Wellman. Their return 
was owing to lack of provisions and to 
troubles id regard to ice and water. 

On Juno 27, Capt. Bottolfaen and his party 
started southward in search of sealers, haul- 
log behind them a twelve-foot aluminum 
boat. They passed four terrible weeks of 
etorm and heavy enow, somtimos hauling 
their boat and sailing or rowing where there 
was open water. In this way they travelled 
2:i0 milea along the Spltzbergea- islands. 
Thoy were compelled to throw away nearly 
all their extra clothes and much of their 
equipment, ua the boat was overloaded, 
Tnoir passage across Henloped Strait 
waa particularly dithoult and danger- 
ous. All the party were wet to tho 
skin, and, the cold being intense, their 
BulTeringa were moat severe. At Norse Bay 
they found Nordenakjold'a hut, where a 
provision station was maintained by a 
Tromsoe skipper named Sociazon. Oa July 
19 they were taken aboard the steamer 
Malygen. Capt. Pederson Heyerdahl was 
landed at Danes Island to join Prof. Oyon, 
who was well but stiil declined to leave the 
island. Capt. Bottolfeeu says that during 
the journey along tho coast his party luckily 
were able to shoot a few polar bears and 
reindeers. Bottolfaen is high in hia praise 
of aluminum boats. The dogs be had with 
him proved useless, becoming sore-footed 
and had to bo shot. He says that Sandew 
nod his companiona loft Wellman on June 
17, six miles oast of Cape Platen, nn his way 
to Rib's island. All hia party were well. 

Captoin Bottolfaen was dispatched by the 
U. S. consulate on tho lOsh Inst., aboard 
the Malygen, with provisions, ate., to 
seek the party in Spitzbergen and bring 
them here.

HUMABUN GYPSIES. 

Bill for Their Colonization— Poor Prospects 
for Its Successful Operation. 

LoMDON, Aug. 15. — A recent dispatch 
from Buda Peath announced the formulation 
by tho Hungarian government of the bill to 
enforce the colonizing of nomadio gypsies, 
which providea that six families of gypsiea 
ahall be located in every commune. In 
Hungary there are, according to a rough 
estimate, about 150,000 gypaics, vagabonds 
who wander about tho country with their 
carts and horaea accompanied by their 
women and children ; and though at one 
time persecuted oa unbelievers, and hunted 
to death us sorcerers and poisoncra, the 
cruel edicts which enjoined such treatment 
were never sympatbizid in by the Huoga- 
rian people. The result is that the gypsies 
have increased, and, in their own thriftleas, 
squalid fashion, proapored, despite the hard 
usage they have received at the hands of 
their rulera. Indeed, the Hungarian Kings 
have more than ones protected them aa a 

poor wandering people without a country, 
and whom all the world rejected,'' and 
ranted them safe uonduot to go wherever 
seemed good to them, with their troopa of 
donkeys and-boraea. Joaeph II of Anatria 
tried to aettle them aa agrioultnriBta, and 
had huts built for them. But instead of 
occupying the comfortable dwellings them- 
selves, they stabled their cattle in thorn and 
pitched their lenta outaido. Then, to pro- 
vent their corn from aprouting, they boiled 
it before sowing ; and though their children 
wore taken from them and trained up into 
habits of work under Magyar and German 
peasants, these wildlings soon escaped and 
joined their parents, without having learned 
anything from their forcible apprentiorehip 
to civilizitlon. It, ia said that Ahbo LifZt, 
charmed with the tulcnl for muaio diapluyed 
by a Kypsy boy, took him to Paris and tried 
to train tho little lad, Tho moment ho saw 
his own people in Vienna his delight was in- 
describable ; there waa no longer any hope 
of keeping him under the restraint of polite 
life. 



COMJIERCIAL PllOHKESS. 

Ma'crlal Advances In UididiRlmid Since tlic 
Kranco-rrussliiii War. 

Beui.in, Aug. 1'). — Tlio lust annual re. 
port of tho Muolhauaoo Chamber of Com- 
merce contains a review of the recent com- 
mercial progress of the annexed provinces. 
It shows that the iuduatries of Roichaland 
havo developed rapidly since tho I'ranco- 
Pru8aian war. In textiles tho increase of 
product, protitB and tho number of working- 
men engaged has huea cspsoially noticeable. 
Toe chamber declares that the reciprocity 
treaty with Buatia'bai proved distinctly 
benenoial to Alaooe and Lorrsiae,,Bnd quotes 
atatiatioa to confute tho forebodinga of tho 
agrarian opposition. Tho report doea not 
allude to we Strasbourg exposition of 1896, 
which ia expected to show the Belobaland's 
progreaa io 26 yeara ainoe the war, but 
P'issea a few unfavorable comments on tho 
policy of holding f xpnaitions an frequently 
aa they have been hold in recent years. Tho 
cotton and llnon tradea of tho upper Rhino 
also havo protested tliit iudualrial exposi- 
tions havo beconio too numerous in the pro- 
vinces, and probably will remain unrepro- 
sonlod ut Straaburg, 'J'hoy say that in 
general tho practical bonofua derived by ex- 
hibitora aro usually very small in oompari- 
Hcn with the expense of the exhibition.

Deb8 to ba HeaM To Monw— Testi- 
mony of Howard of the 
A- 11. U. 

C-iiCACiO, Aug. 15. — The labor ooinmia- 
sion appointed by the President to inv«8ti- 
g!bto the recent strikes met to-day. The 
oommission is oompoaed of Carroll D. 
Wright, 'United States labor statiatioian 4 
John D. Keroan, of Now Yerlt, and Judge 
Nicholas E. Worthlngton, of Pooria, and 
appointed by Presldant Cleveland to in- 
quire into the causes of the recent labo; 
troubles. 

Eleven o'clock was the time set for the 

mmiasion to organize, but two hours 
earlier a large number of representatives of 
labor orKanizattoM, inolading many mem- 
bers of the A. R.U., were to be seen about 
the governm ont bnildiag. A number of 
railway clHaiala were also to be seen. 

The purposes of this oommisBion and its 
scope and authority are clearly outlined in 
the reading of which prefaced the opening 
proceedings. 

The uommisaion set forth the facts of dif- 
tioulties having arisen and went on to «ny 

" Whereas, the questions involved in snob 
controversies aflTeoc all interstate railways 
and their cmployep ; and 

" Whereas, it is dcsirublo that the report 
of thia coinmi-auHi and lutiiro legislation, if 
any, upDii 1 ho (|iirui,iona relating to labor, 
wlmilKr orgiiiiii', d or uiiorgauizad, and oni- 
ployea thereof, kliould l)o based upon all facts 
Il living lujy legitimate bearing upon such (jues- 
tidui-, ami should be llio result only of clear 
aifl well deliuod o|)inion ; tlierefore, 

Rfsolvod, that this commiaaiDn will take 
tnatiiiiony in reUtio i to aiieli controvcralea, 
and hoar ami conaidtr all faota, Buggestiona 
ami amenta aa to tho eauaea thereof, and 
conditions acc^riipanyiog and the beat means 
of adjuBting tho same, and to any legislation 
or nieisurta which ought to bo recommend- 
ed in regard to aimilar controversies here- 
after. 

Tho commission also iaaued a re(|uesl to 
all railways, lubor organiz uiona and citi- 
zens, having cither a pcraomil or patriotic 
interest in tho right eoliUion of tiieao tjues- 
tions, to present their views and auggestioni 
in writing. Tho response has been very 
general. 

Tho first witness waa Vice-President 
Howard, of the American Railway Union. 
He aald Debs was fhe iirst president of the 
union, in answer to the cjuery of tho com 
misioners, and promiaed thit Debs would be 
on hand to-morrow. WitnoBS said ho under- 
stood the president appointicg the commis- 
sion confined its inquiry tn the Rock Island 
and Central roads. 

Commiisloner Wright said such was the 
case, bnt be thought the commission would 
get ati the bottom of tho trouble before the 
investigation was over. 

Howard Chen detailed bis oareer aa a rail- 
way man and detailed tho causes that led 
to the general strike. He referred tn Pull- 
man's refusal to arbitrate and declared the 
s rikein the Pullman shops waa precipitat- 
ed by tho dischargo of their men who had 
participated in the strike which ccourrcd at 
Pullman juat before tho general striko. Mr. 
Howard olforcd all ilie papers, books, etc., 
of tho union to the eommii-sion as e\idenco, 
and the commission accepted tho oHjr. He 
declared that the General Manageis' Atao- 
ciation was formed for any strike that might 
aiiae, 



CEOP PEOSPECTS. 

Yield Expected to be Decidedly Under the 
Average of Becent Years. 

Chioaoo, Ang. 15.— The August crop re- 
port of the Prairie Farmer states that 
while conditions July 1, indicated the larg- 
est crop of corn ever grown, a moat liberal 
oatimate on August 1, would indicate a 
yield decidedly under tho average of re- 
cant years. During July tbore was a de- 
cline in ihe condiliuu of '_'U '^ per cent, the 
average Auguat 1 being 7.') 0. Spring wheat 
shows a decline uf 1 S points, staiidiug at 
71. -1. Tho presimt indicAlioua point to a 
apring wheat crctp about the same aa last 
year, when 15l),(li)(),0i)0 liuahela were grown. 
I'hia tnakea the iiidicatecl wheat crop of the 
\Oir aliout .1(10, (JIKi, (100 bubhela. There waa 
f'-fc movtit)! ut of the wheat until the loss 
of corn beuiiiie ttpjinrent. It ia Ihe general 
teHt.iiiioiiy of uorr.'fp Mulenta that the move- 
ment will full f.li' rapidly and that a l irgo 
part </f tho oroii will be held to fiC 1 in place 
of corn. The feeding b.ia already begun on 
a Urge RCile, as wheat in many districts is 
sellitjg liilow corn. 



PRESIDENTIAL PBAISB. 

Cleveland's Letter to Chairman Wilson— He 
Uusc Not Be Cast Down on Account 
of Defeat. 

New Vokk, Aug. 15. -A World dispatch 
from Washington says: Chairman Wilson 
has received u letter from President Clove 
land, written immediately after the an- 
nouncement of tho decision of tho houeo to 
pass tho senate bin. The letter is personal, 
but pathetic, and contains a highly signifi- 
cant reference to the present attitude of the 
Democratic party on the issne of tariff re- 
form. Mr. Cleveland says that as aoon as 
be heard the news of the decision to pass the 
senate bill be immediately thought of Mr. 
Wilson and at onoe sat down to write him a 
brief note expressive of his feelings. Real- 
izing fully the gteat elTott made by 
Mr. Wilson to bring about a difTer- 
ont reaalt ho knows hia diauppoint- 
mcnt must bo keen and luating. lie 
urges him, though, not to (ieajtair, and 
aays that he, too, has felt great diaappoint- 
metit at the ou tooiiio. 

At one tirr.e, tho President suya, ho had 
begun to doubt whether tho Domoorati" 
party waa after all the real party of taritf 
reform, but he haa not permitted himself to 
entertain that thought, realizmg immedi- 



ately that no matter what tbe temporary 
obstacles in the way of progreas, the p'lrty 
must continue ita orusjkdo and its members 1 
must remain loyal to tho cardinal priri- [ 
oiplea of their organlzattion. The last hnlfj 
oi the letter ia given up to admonishing Mr. I 
Wilson that he must exercise groat care 'in 
hucbsnding his healthand seek rest. ¥he 
President urges him not to be cast dawn on 
account of defeat, but to devote hia tiioughts 
to regaining his full foroea, tn ordee that he 
may oontinae \he fight for. tariff reform, in 
whioh'l the 'President asinrea b'im he will 
always be looked upon as a galtant leader. 

THE MOSQUITO LNUIANS. 

Great Ilrllaln Sfttd to bo Willing to Abimdoii 
TSielr Protection. 

Wa.shington, D.C, Aug. 15— General 
Modesto Ua'crios, the Nioaraguan Minister 
to Great Britain, who ia on bis way to Lon- 
don to negotiate an amendment to tho treaty 
of Nioarogua under which Great 
Britain has assorted the right to 
protect the Mosquito Indiana, oall- 
ed on Secretary Greaham informally 
to-day and conversed with him regarding 
tho object of the mlBsion- Tho U. S. is 
entirely in accord with tho Nioaraguan gov- 
ernment in its contention that Groat 
Britain ia unwarranted in any at- 
tempt to interfere with Nicaragua's right 
to control tbe aflairs of tho Moajuito 
coast, while conceding to the Indiana 
the right to preserve their tribal relations. 
It is understood that Groat Britain haa at 
loat beoome weary «f tho frequent annoy- 
ances to which her warships are put in con- 
sequence of the troubles the Indians make, 
and aa her good offices ore without any anb- 
atantial roturna, she la not averse to modify- 
ing tho treaty. Gen. Barrioa will leave for 
England in a few days.

The American marines ro-em- 
barUcd on their approach, abandoning the 
American residents, many of whom re- 
moved the national il-jg from their homes, 
trampled upon it, and hoiatod tho IJrilish 
flag, Tho Nioaraguan ollioinla on entering 
the government houeo hauled down tho 
flag and tore it; into shreda, hoisted the 
Morquito Hag and arrested nunierouH Am- 
oiicana and Jamaic*nfl suspected of pym- 
pathizing with Chief Clarence. Captain 
S e vurt of tho Mohawk went into tho 
prifon and rescued oil who were willing 
to claim British protection. The Mohawk 
remains at I'oint Liinnn awaiting orders 
from (Jrcat liritain. Chief Clarence ia atill 
aboard the M ohawk, 

THE CHINESE TEBAT?. 

Some of the Provisions of the Bill to Carry 
It Into Effect. 

Washington Citv, Aug. 15 —Mr. White 
(Democrat), of California, yesterday intro- 
duced in the senate a bill to eupplement and 
carry out the provialons of tho Chinese 
treaty. It provides that Chinese laborers 
on leaving the United States with the inten- 
tion of returning shall make oath before tho 
coUtutor of ouatoms of tho port of depar- 
ture to a full stalcmont, as required by tho 
treaty, and furniah proofs of tho facia en- 
titling them to return under regulationa 
provided by the Secretary of tho Treasury. 
False Bwearing will make the affiant liable 
to prosecution for perjury. Tho col- 
lector ia authorized to iasue a certi- 
ficate if ho believes tlio Chinaman ia en- 
titled to return and its trandfer to another 
person will make it void and prevent ita 
original holder from returning to the United 
Statca. Evory Chinese laborer holding 
return United States certificate shall have 
the right to enter tho United States at the 
point where issued. Masters of vcasels are 
obliged to report whether thoy have any 
Chiccae on board, and failure to do this will 
render tho ofTender liable to punishment by 
a fine of not more than ^.'j.OOO or by ira- 
priaonnient for not more than five yeara, or 
both. I'ersona who change, alter or forge 
thia certificate are made liable to punish- 
ment by a fine of not more than $1,000, or 
by imprisonment not exceeding five years, 
ar both.
